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ASMPC Budget Review 


In early October Steve Shore, ASMPC president, startled many of 
us by announcing the Student Association budget was in need of major 
revision. Expressing confidence that changes could be made to benefit 
students attending MPC this semester, he asked the Student Senate to 
set up a special committee in coordination with the Cabinet to study 
and reappraise the entire 1964-65 budget. 

The conception and establishment of this committee were major 
steps toward responsible, creative student government in this school. 
For years our student representatives have talked in platitudes about 
reform and constructive action, but seldom was anything accomplished 
for one simple reason: it takes effort to do things differently from the 


way they’ve always been done. 


Student Initiative 
Last year, however, MPC students expended a little effort and saw 
a new constitution ratified. And this year that initiative has been followed 
by Shore’s proposal, which may be even more difficult to carry through 
than enacting a new constitution was. This is because it deals with a 
matter that is brutally concrete—how the ASMPC income should be 


expended. Because every penny which is now being spent is benefiting 


someone or someone’s cause, almost any change the budget study com- 


mittee recommends will meet with opposition. 


Yet if the committee is going to be responsible to the purpose of 


its formation—to study and reappraise the entire ASMPC budget for this

Doctor Menmuir 
Is Recovering 


As El Yanqui went to press, 
Miss Hamman, coun- 
selor and special advisor to IRC, 
received a cablegram from Mostafa 
Daizaden in Ifahan: “Doctor Men- 
muir good condition. U.S. Consu- 
late helping.” 

This was good news to students 
and faculty members who had been 
waiting for the follow-up word 
after the State Department cable- 
gram Tadlock, 
telling of the 
accident last week in which 
Rhoda Menmuir was killed and her 
Ronald, and thes 
David, 6, were seriously injured. 

When news of the accident first 
reached MPC, members of the 
faculty went into action. Dr. Men- 
muir’s daughter by a previous mar- 
riage, Corinne, notified in 
Southern Mrs. Men- 
muir’s parents in Nova Scotia were 
contacted; and cables were sent to 
Ronald Menmuir’s brother 
brother-in-law in Australia. 

In addition to friends and rela- 
tives being notified, members of 
the faculty cabled a sizeable sum of 
money to the American Consulate 
in Isfahan to cover emergency ex- 
penses. 

Also, a fund has been set up, 
contributions to which may be sent 
to Miss van Vlaardingen in the 
Administration Building. ‘Five 
hundred dollars had been received 
so far,’ said Miss van Vlaardingen 
“from faculty, students, and mem- 
bers of the community.” 

Besides individual contributions, 
Tuesday the ASMPC Cabinet 
voted to contribute $50. “In addi- 
tion to this sum,” said Steve Shore, 
ASMPC student’s

Red Cross has said that all stu- 
dents who wish may specify their 
donation to be marked for Dave 
Allen, Blood type is unimportant 
as Red Cross will exchange the 
wrong types for Dave's. 

To credit a replacement donation 
properly, Miss Donlin said, your 
Red Cross Chapter must have: the 
name and home city of the patient 
for whom you are replacing, and 
the name and city of the hospital 
which administered the blood.

MPC needs were set at $4,712,- 
000 by the college trustees at a 
meeting held Nov. 18. This figure 
was reached by deducting match- 
ing funds expected from state and 
federal governments from the 
more than six million dollars re- 
quired to build campus facilities to 
accommodate approximately 3,000 
day students by 1969. 

“The college now has adequate 
facilities for only 700 students, 
though over 1800 are currently en- 
rolled in the day program alone,” 
Dr George Je Haul) MP © presi- 
dent, said. Total enrollment, with 
evening students, is around 4,000. 

Emphasis in the building pro- 
gram will be placed in laboratories, 
student study areas, classrooms 
and offices related to instruction. 
Many of these will be multi-story 
buildings. 

A win for the February bond 
issue, according to Dr. .Faul, 
would mean a maximum tax raise 
of less than the cost of three pos- 
tage stamps a week for an owner 
of an $18,000 house.

Fear Not Controversy 

This is a demanding question, and to handle it effectively, the com- 
mittee must evaluate every item in the budget as though it had never 
evaluated and approved before. For its evaluation to be meaningful, 
however, the committee must be free to disapprove as well as to approve 
—which it is not if it shies from opposition. This does not mean that the 
mmitte must necessarily arouse controverysy, but that it must be willing 
to be controversial if it is to fulfill its function. 

Without this willingness the committee cannot recommend signifi- 
cant revisions in the budget. If the committee has it, we can at least 
wonder whether any changes will be asked for, but unfortunately there 
has been nothing to generate such speculation among students and faculty 
at VE. 

Questionnaires 

According to Ed Burns, budget study committee chairman, the com- 
mittee’s main activity thus far has been to send out questionnaires to 
discover whether any of the budget department heads will need more 
money next year. This is hardly the basic reappraisal that Shore seemed 
to have called for. 

Nor does it appear that such a reappraisal will be forthcoming. 
Burns said that this year’s budget has already been established and that 
most of the committee’s attention will be focused on next year’s. Ap- 
parently Shore’s hope that changes could be made to benefit students 
this year, let alone this semester, will not be realized. 

Basic Re-evaluation 

Yet paradoxically, Burns also said that the investigation of the 
committee would go beyond what was requested by Shore. Can this 
mean the committee really is doing a basic re-evaluation of ASMPC 
expenditures, that it is willing to arouse controversy, but is keeping its 
work and aims secret until it completes its findings? 

Hopefully this is the case, and hopefully Burns didn’t mean it when 
he said his committee wasn’t going to consider the contribution of 
ASMPC to the community events series, which is certainly one of the 
basic issues confronting it. Perhaps we will get what we have every 
right to expect—a thorough justification for every penny in the 1964-65 
ASMPC budget. What else will satisfy us after Shore’s announcement 
that the budget is in need of “major revision?” R. P. 


ASMPC Scholarships 


It seems quite probable that the Student Senate will go along with 
the ASMPC Cabinet’s request that Model United Nations be dropped 
from this year’s budget. We hope that the $1,000 thus freed will be 
well spent. We hope that no one in Student Government will be tempted 
to dissipate the money in frivolous expenditures. 

El Yanqui believes the best place for this money to go is back to 
the Student Body in the form of an increase in ASMPC Scholarships. 
We believe other areas are important, but this area is vital. 

For the last six or seven years, ASMPC has budgeted $1,500 a 
year — out of its total $45,000 income — for scholarships. It seems about 
time for an increase in our ASMPC Scholarship Fund. An increase of 
$1,000 would be a modest move in the right direction. 


Demagogic Gilliam 


Eric Gilliam’s comical letter that appeared in the last issue of El 
Yanqui is a good example of what happens when you have a sense 
of humor, but no sense. We would have liked to have made this reply 
in the same issue as the letter appeared, but because our biweekly 
pen pal waited until just before our deadline to have it delivered, we 
didn’t have time to prepare an appropriate answer to it.

His method, rather than helping to clarify the issues and arguments, 
obscures them, thereby making intelligent action 
formed public difficult, if not impossible. 

Mr. Gilliam clarifies nothing when he writes, “Amid the periodic 
bleats that emanate from the good offices of ‘The Great Fishwrapper’ 
and the willy-nilly efforts of certain student government chieftains, | 
detect the sound of axes being ground.”

Art is a Way of Life 
—For Alex Gonzales

Alex Gonzales, in his fourth 
yeah casi want ainsthuctormats lee 
feels that art is an attitude and 
philosophy of life, a way of living. 

‘There is a way of feeling about 
humanity, about individuals, about 
nature, about constructive things 
in our society. Painting is an ex- 
pression of that feeling,” he says. 

A native of the Los Angeles 
area, Mr. Gonzales became inter- 
ested in art an at early age and 
received encouragement from his 
teachers in grade school. He holds 
a BA degree from California Col- 
lege of Arts and Crafts in Oak- 
land and an MA degree from San 
Francisco State College. He has 
also attended San Fracisco Art 
Institute. He has had one-man art 
shows in several cities including 
Sacramento, San Francisco and 
Santa Barbara: 

Working from a studio in his 
home, Mr. Gonzales has added new 
dimensions to his painting by a 
growing familiarity of music. He 
enjoys jazz through classical music 
and is particularly fond of some 
forms of contemporary music. 

“Literature, sculpture, music and 
architecture are all art forms that 
give added depth to painting when 
the artist can capture and apply 
them to canvas,” he says. “You 
have to have tentacles reaching out 
in many directions if you really 
want art to be enriching. Music, 
literature, poetry, sculpture—they 
all enter into it.” 

Mr, Gonzales feels that collages 
are good art expression media 


since they are so flexible and can 
be created from easy-to-obtain ma- 
terials. An essential for each stu- 
dent in his design and color class 
is a junk box for collecting scraps 
of fabric, papers, card boards and 
discarded magazines. The “junk” 
is used in creation of collages, 
three-dimension wall plaques and 
paintings with tempera paint. 

Soft music provides a back- 
ground for Mr. Gonzales’ classes in 
oil painting and design and color. 
Students are allowed to work at 
their own speed and classes are 
always a steady hum of activity 
with work being done in several 
stages. 

Discussing his oil painting class, 
Mr. Gonzales says, “I encourage 
my students to use their own ‘in- 
dividuality, to work at their own 
level. Some are using the drop 
method, some work with wide 
brushes, some with palette knives.” 

He likes to see students explore 
several methods of painting be- 
cause he feels that art should be 
an involvement in color. “People 
are normally afraid of color, so in 
exploring the use of color, I want 
my students to actually experience 
color, to be so aware of it that 
they take it into their daily lives,” 
he says. 

One student in the design and 
color class says, “Mr. Gonzales 
has made me so aware of color 
and design in everything that I 
see beauty in cracks in the side- 
walk, utility lines and other things 
that I didn’t even know existed be- 
fore.”

“Every time I go to a state con-

It may be true that some 
of these schools don’t make many 
mistakes but they also don’t make 
any decisions. The idea that stu- 
dent governments work for their 
administrations and not with them 
is a rather repulsive one,” he said.

few 100 feet of this, you come to a 
gulley to cross—150 yards down 
and then 150 yards back up the 
other side. 


At this point you start the up- 
hill part of the course. For about 
one half of a mile you climb a 
steep hill. I might add that the 
path you take is also used by 
horses and there is plenty of evi- 
dence! 

At one poing during the climb 
you can look down and see the San 
Carlos Hotel off in the distance. 
Then you will notice, if you look 
down, a 200-foot cliff. 

After a stretch of comparatively 
good road you are on the Aguajito 
road about 250 yards above the 
stables. After you pass the stables, 
smell and all, you leave the road 
and start uphill. 

At the top of the hill, you start 
downhill through brush about 
eight feet high.
